Alberta’s New 
Salt Industry 


HDMONTON.—Early next spring 
will see the opening of Alberta’s 
newest industry when ~ Industrial 
Minerals, Ltd., opens its $75,000 salt 
plant which is now in course of con- 
struction at Fort McMurray. 

The president of the company, F. 
I. Batcheller of Cornwall, Ont., 
stated recently that when in full 
operation the new plant will handle 
30,000 tons of salt yearly, this being 
a production capacity of 100 tons 
per day. 

The plant where 40 men will be 
employed continuously is being con- 
structed’ at the site of the ‘salt well 
which, at a depth of 694 feet, struck 
an unbrdken vein of salt having a 
thickness of 199 feet. When analyzed 
by the Federal Government, the tests 
showed the salt core to be v.57 
per cent pure salt. 


At present Alberta secures its 
salt requirements, estimated at 24,- 
000 tons per year, from Windsor, 
Ont., and the freight costs from On- 
tario to Edmonon on the salt ship- 
ments are placed at approximately 
$90 a ton. The Alberta product 
shipped from Waterways will cut 
the freight costs greatly as the rate 
will amount to $7.20 to Calgary, and 
$4.60 per ton freight to Edmonton.

able; but where the herbage consists 
almost entirely of grasses a sup- 
plemental early spring dressing of 
about 100 Ibs. of sulphate of am- 
monia per acre may be advisable. 

GRAZING CONTROL IMPORTANT 

Grazing management of tertilized 
pastures is exceedingly important, 
and it igs better to fertilize a small 
area amply than a large area too 
lightly. The earlier spring growth 
promoted by the fertilizing of the 
previous fall means that grazing 
must commence earlier, and the 
area should be stocked with a num- 
ber of cattle sufficient to keep the 
growth of herbage under control, 90 
as to prevent the grasses developing 
tall, fibrous stems which are neither 
palatable nor nutritious and inter- 
fere with the process of grazing. 
When this occurs the mower should 
be run over the field to cut down the 
tall growth and give the under- 
growth a chance to develop the tas 
ty, ‘nutritious, rich-protein stuff on 
which the animals can then take 
their fill without waste of time and 
energy. Strangely enough, although 
the cattle refuse to eat the tall 
growing grasses, they will consume 
them readily when cut. Remarkanie 
perversity!

When Doctor Mayo—the father 
of the Mayo Brothers—settled there 
seventy years ago, Rochester had 
only two thousand people. His first 
two patients were a sick cow and 
a sick horse. 


When the Indian wars:broke out, 
Doctor Mayo grabbed his musket 
and made the Redskins bite the 
dust. When the smoke of battle 
cleared away, he picked his way 
over the battle ground laying out 
the dead and treating the wounded. 
His regular patients were scattered 
for fifty miles over the prairies of 
Minnesota. Many of them lived in 
houses made of prairie sod. They 
couldn't afford to pay a physician, 
but good old Doctor Mayo some- 
times traveled all night to allay their 
aches ahd pains. Sometimes he 
fought his way through snow 
storms and blizzards so blinding that 
he couldn’t see his hand before him 
in broad daylight. 

He had two sons, William and 
Charles, now famous. throughout 
the world as the Mayo Brothers. 

They .worked in a local drugstore, 
learned to fill prescriptions and 
pound up pills, went to medical col- 
lege—and then a tragedy occurred, 
a tragedy destined to affect the his- 
tory of medicine.

the muscles, is said to be paralyzed. 

The disorder of the nérvous con- 
trol is caused by damage to the 
nervous tissue. If the spinal cord is 
injured, there is a loss of sensation 
below that point. The senses of 
touch, pain and temperature are lost 
because the connection which carries 
these sensations in from the skin is 
broken at the point of injury. Par- 
alysis does occur as the result of in- 
fection, the action of bacteria or 
living disease germs. In certain 
communicable diseases the spinal 
cord is selected for special attack. 
This is the case in infantile paraly- 
sis, in which disease, unfortunately, 
paralysis is one of the outstanding 
features. Injuries of the head may 
result in paralysis on account of the 
bone’s pressing on certain centres in 
the brain which control the muscles. 

The rupture of a blood vessel in 
the brain means pressure; depending 
upon the extent of the haemorrhage 
and its location, paralysis to a great- 
er or less extent occurs. This con- 
dition is commonly called apoplexy 
or paralytic stroke. The blood con- 
tained in the blood vessels is under 
pressure. If the wall of the blood 
vessel becomes weakened, it may 
give way under this pressure ana 
haemorrhage result. The blood ves- 
sels of the brain are particuur:y 
delicate and that is why they give 
way first. The weakening of the 
blood vessel walls occurs as a result 
of disease, particularly syphilis. In 
other cases, the break is not due to 
any particular weakening of the 
blood vessel walls, but to an increase 
in the blood pressure to a point that 
causes the blood to burst through the 
vessel walls. 

The extent of the relief which 
may be given to the paralysed de- 
pends upon the cause of the condi- 
tion. Many forms of the disease can 
be helped; some can be improvea, 
for others, unfortunately, little or 
nothing can be done. Prevention is 
chiefly done through the control of 
infections.

WAS OLD “FORTY-NINER” 

The late Mr. Jackson was porn 
Oct. 28th, 1886, at Bllsworth, Wis., 
and came to Greenshields some 29 
years ago.

C.E.F. and saw service in France 
until wounded in the Ypres salient in 
1917. He was invalided to England 
and on. September 15th, 1917, he 
married Miss Elsie Isobel Marshall, 
at South Ealing, Middlesex, mug. At 
the close of the Great War, they re- 
turned to their farm at Greenshields 
where the family have since resided. 
Three children blessed their ‘union— 
Marshall Foch, Vera (deceased) and 
Winnifred ‘Lena. 

During his long life in the district 
Mr. Jackson has always taken 4 
great interest in both community and 
public affains, and served as coun- 
Cillor of Vale M.D. since 1919, eight 
years of which period he held the 
office of reeve of the district.

Known far 
and wide over the whole territory, 
he was truly one of the founders of 
practically every forward movement 
and will be greatly missed by liter- 
ally hundreds of friends and acquain- 
tances. .

«Mtie.-position is that on a renewal 
being agreed to, if the parties could 
not‘ ‘agree on rates then a hearing 
beforg;the Board would be held, the 
books of the company examined by 
an independent auditor and the new 
rateg set after the matter ha@ been 
thoroughly threshed out. It wae in- 
timated that important factors to be 
taken into consideration on a hear- 
ing would be the amount yet not 
amortised, and the profits made by ° 
the company since 19380. 
oA return of ten. per centum on 
the capital investment might be 
considered high in setting new rates, 
having regard to present conditions. 
The Board would probably have no 
objection to a monthly bonus being 
paid to the Town by the Company if 
that were agreed on by the parties. 

With regard to an issue of deben- 
tures for purchase of the existing 
plant, or the installation of a new 
system, jt was stated that the Board 
would consent to a debenture issue 
not exceeding $60,000.00. It would 
not approve of the bonds being sol 
at a heavy discount. In the event of 
a new installation being decided upon 
by the Town the Board would require. 
a plan of the proposed system (0- 
gether with assurance that it could 
be installed by the issue of deben- 
tures to an amount not in excess of 
$60,000.00. In the event of the Town 
owning its own utility it could set 
its rates without reference to the 
Board, unless it. passed a ‘bylaw 
bringing the utility under the 
Board’s jurisdiction in this respect. 

I think I should point out the fact 
that our discussion with the Board 
was of an informal nature, ana was 
understood to be without prejudice 
in connection with any further nego- 
tiations or hearings which might 
take place.

This quotation was referred to by a member of the 
legislature on the government side as recently as last Tuesday, 
again creating the wrongful impression that the banks are 
tmimical to the common interests. 


NOT CONTROVERSIAL 


T€ is not ‘in, the spirit of controversy that the Edmonton 
Clearing House wishes to draw the attention of the members 
of the legislature and the public to this unfortunate inaccuracy, 
but it seems only fair that the public at large should be ac- 
quainted with the facts. 


The individuals using the quotation create the impression 
that the offensive words appeared in some banking journal, 
presumably in Canada.
